When he said such housing 
should be built as duplexes or 
other small units and spread 
about a municipality rather 


than being confined to a spe¬ 
cific complex, he was asked if 
he was including such plush 
developments as British Prop¬ 
erties and Uplands. 

"Why not?” he said. 

In a later interview Lorimer 
said he was trying to get 
away from the concept that 
low-cost housing should only 
be built "down by the railway 
tracks or in some poor area." 

During the courec of a new s 
conference. Lorimer also 


'dealt with the trUlevcl confer¬ 
ence and the question of rapid 
transit needs. 

1 le-refieatcd earlier state¬ 
ments that a rapid transit bus 
system is needed in areas like 
(Ireater Victoria as vvell as 
Vancouver, adding that he 
thinks the first stages might 
be completed by late next 
year or early 1974.

'rORON'TO (CP) A citi¬ 
zen will be able to strike back 
at credit-reporting agencies 
that misrepresent him, ac¬ 
cording to a bill introduced 
Thursday in the Ontario legis¬ 
lature. 

John Clement, minister of 
consumer and commercial re¬ 
lations. said, "under this bill, 
there w-ill be no secret infor- 
ma.tion and sources will be 
open to inspection so that in¬ 
formation can be evaluated." 

But, more important, the 
minister said, "the consumer 
will be able to answer btfCk 
effectively when ill-founded 
statements have been made 
against him." 

A citizen also will have 
tlie right to know who is pro¬ 
viding information about him. 
Independent credit reporting 
agencies must be registered 
with the ministry and be re¬ 
sponsible for collecting, stor¬ 
ing and using personal infor¬ 
mation it receives. 

'The legislation also: 

• Precludes the use of in¬ 
formation more than seven 
years old. including criminal 
convictions, or bankruptcies 
more than 14 years old.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would 
you explain artery-itis? My 
doctor says it is different 
from arthritis. In what way? 
Is there a cure? I’m 40 and 
have had this trouble 11 
years. The arfefle^ ai^e affect¬ 
ed on my left temple and 
above the e>'e—J.S. 

It’s arteritis — and distinct¬ 
ly not arthritis, arthritis being 
an affliction involving joints, 
while arteritis involves arte¬ 
ries. 

Best description of it would 
be "inflammation of the arte¬ 
ries." and yours evidently is 
the form of it known as tem¬ 
poral arteritis, with arteries 
around the tejople lx?ing pri¬ 
marily involved-.

Technically, arteritis is one 
of the group of ailments 
known as collagen diseases, 
which iierhaps isn't of much 
help to you. The collagen 
dLseases involve the connec¬ 
tive or supportive tissues of 
the body. Frankly, we don’t 
know nearly as much about 
the collagen diseases as we 
would like to know or as we 
need to know.

PARIS — The U.S. and 
North Vietnamese peace ne¬ 
gotiators have rq|i into dif¬ 
ficulties in their secret talks 
over arrangements for an 
international cortference 
which they have agreed 
should be convened within 30 
days after the ceasefire in 
Vietnam. 

Sources close to the negotia¬ 
tions say, however, that the 
snags are not likely to delay 
or hinder the conclusion of the 
ceasefire agreement itself. 
They involve agreement on 
the list of participants, the 
site and the chairmanship and 
organization of the confer¬ 
ence. But if they cannot be 
resolved in the secret talks, 
then the details will simply be 
left to be worked out in the 30 
days after the ceasefire, be¬ 
fore the conference is due to 
convene. 


Henry Kissinger and his 
North Vie^mese opposite. 
Le DUc Tho, met for six hours 
Thui-sday — their longest 
meeting so far in the current 
round of talks which begun 
Monday. 'They have now spent 
20 hours at the conference 
table in the two-storey villa at 
Ciif-Sur-Yvette, 15 miles 
southwest of Paris, and this, 
fact alone is the best evidence 
that progress'toward a jieace 
agreement is being steadily 
maintained.

It was then agreed to add 
the four countries which will 
comprise the ceasefire control 
commission to the interna¬ 
tional conference — Canada, 
Indonesia, Poland and Hun¬ 
gary. But now several other 
nations, notably Japan, are 
indicating that they want to at¬ 
tend. 

Whether Kissinger and Lc 
Due Tho will attempt to clean 
up these details is not yet 
known, but it looks doubtful.

At the Canadian 
border, a Canadian official in¬ 
quired if all on tho bus were 
Canadian or U.S. passport- 
holders. 

As the only British pas* 
si)ort-holdcr. Lady Urquhart 
was escorted back to the cus¬ 
toms and immigration post 
while the other passengers 
waited. 

Referring to the controver¬ 
sial new British immigration 
projKJsals, Lady Urquhart, 
who now lives with her hus¬ 


band on the Sussex coast, 
says: 

”... If I understand cor¬ 
rectly, we do not propose to 
make it any more difficult, 
for Canadians at least, to live 
and work here than it has 
been for us to do just that in 
Canada.” 

The diplomat’s wife says 
the Canadian authorities 
“pursue their policy firmly 
hut with courtesy and consid¬ 
erable kindness: They give 
little cause for umbrage.” 

But. she says, Canadians 
clearly "see it in their inter¬ 
est to maintain an open door 
for U.S. citizens while exclud¬ 
ing all others save the young, 
the vigorous and the skilled, 
whether they came from Bri¬ 
tain or Uganda.”

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Job Statistics 


T here is no question that Canada has far 
too many people out of work. There is a ques¬ 
tion on the degree of accuracy of unemployment 
figures that Statistics Canada compiles and pub¬ 
lishes each month. And something is going to be 
done about it, so they say. But don’t hold your 
breath. Gasp, if you will, over a planned mil¬ 
lion e.xpcnditure by the federal government on the 
project. The prospects of an early improvement are 
not good, though. The money, supppsedly to give 
better statistics, will be spent over the next four 
years. 

The plan is not to depart from the “sampling 
sNstem” now in use but to extend it. This suggests 
that much of the $8.5 million will go to paying 
salaries of a larger force of pollsters. But it is not 
just another “make work” scheme. The Statistics 
Canada people feel that wider sampling (the plan is 
to double it) and a more detailed questionnairo will 
correct discrepancies that now bring complaints 
from those who use unemployment statistics as a 
barometer of the health of the economy. 

Under the “sampling system” interviewers 
ai ross the country contact 30,000 households and 
ask general questions about the activities of each 
of the work-age household members in the week 
preceding the interview. Replies are coded by the 
interviewers into various categories of labor mar¬ 
ket activity. Breakdowns of the work force aro 
made known within an average of 17 days of the 
completion of the collection, after analysts have 
sorted out the interviewers’ interpretations of the 


various bits and pieces of information received at 
the 30,000 homes. 

Included are those .seasonal adjustments 
whero weather conditions are taken into consider¬ 
ation, and the whole thing becomes quite compli¬ 
cated if not confusing. The purpose 6f the compila¬ 
tion is not only to determine rates of employment 
and unemployment, nationally and by provinces, 
but to give an overall picture of utilization of the 
labor force. 

While there shouldn’t be any problem in get¬ 
ting a jobless total, reliance on the intei-viewers’ 
ability to interpret the survey answers and fit them 
into the right categories presents problems as far 
as the utilization situation is concerned. 

There have been errors in the sampling, 
however, to throw both out of kilter, which leaves 
in doubt whether the interviewing at 60,000 house¬ 
holds rather than 30,000 will bring improvement. 
The new questionnaire which, incidentally is ex¬ 
pected to follow one that has been in use in the 
United States since 1967, may be easier for in¬ 
terpretation. There will always be the element of 
human erix>r, though, and perhaps “sampling” 
should be abandoned. 

It brings up the question, once again, of the ac¬ 
curacy of all kinds of polls. Surely sorne simpler 
and more direct system can be devised with the use 
of detailed information which, if it is not already 
there, should be on file in the various manpower of¬ 
fices covering the nation. 


Provocative Proposals 


\Y/HILE partners in the North Atlantic 
W Ti eaty Organization talk hopefully of the pros¬ 
pects of discussion of reduction of East and West 
foiiccs facing each other in Central Europe, repre- 
.sentatives attending the NATO political assemWy 
in Bonn are planning ways of bottling up the Soviet 
Union’s Atlantic naval power in the event of war. 

The assembly, representing 13 NATO 
members, is meeting behind closed doors. Its per¬ 
sonnel attempt to provide a bridge between the mil¬ 
itary organization and the parliaments of the 
member-states. 

Among other things, members of the a.s.sembly 
have proposed deployment by Great Britain of 
powerful naval elements to prevent intrusion by 
Soviet warships based on the Barents Sea px)rts 
into the North Atlantic. 

At the .same time, it is suggested that shore- 
based missiles and special mines be prepared, the 
latter to be laid at once and activated with the 
outbreak of hostilities, to stop any exodus of Red 
Fleet units from the ^Itic. 

NATO will receive these recommendations in 
due coui-se, but it is to be hoped that, if member-na¬ 
tions are seriously intending to disciKss arms reduc¬ 
tions with the Wai-saw Pact countries — and that 
means the Soviet Union — they will not make the 
mistake of accepting them. 

In the firet place, and understandably, the So¬ 
viet Union would be outraged by any such provoc*a- 


tive measures. In the second, if Moscow ever de¬ 
cides to embark on some military adventure that 
would precipitate NATO’s intervention it is obvious 
Red Fleet units would be dispersed to war stations 
well before any blockade coul^ be mounted. 

Admittedly, the western nations have no rea¬ 
son to blindly trust the Soviet Union. Fear and in- 
sec'urity are the dominant reasons for the existence 
of NATO. And it is perfectly true that NATO’s 
northern flank is dangerously exposed. But if the 
existing mutual deterrents, the submarine-carried 
nuclear missiles and the awful strike power of land- 
ba.se ICBMs, are not sufficient no amount of 
mines in the Kattegat and the Skagerrak is going 
to dissuade an aggressor. 

Caution must be the keystone of policy in any 
approach by the West to an arms agreement with 
the East: caution in expectation and accommo¬ 
dation, and. above all, in acceptance of assurances 
without real evidence of good faith. At the same 
time western diplomats must move with the 
greatest of care lest they upset the susceptibilities 
of their sensitive opponents — and opponents they 
will certainly be in this most dangerous game — 
and spoil whatever chance there may be of an 
agreement that will lessen tensions, allow erono- 
mies in the use of manpower and in the mainte- 
nanc-e of huge military machines and enhance the 
prospect of continuing peace for Europe and man¬ 
kind.

.So now, not only is special 
direct federal fihancing out 
for the Montreal games, but 
.so. too. should iJe any sub- 
s t a n t i a 1 indirect funding 
through “existing programs.” 

Had the government won 
the election with a good work¬ 
ing majority, it might have 
been tempted to bail out Mon¬ 
treal on the same "national 
unity” pretext it used to un¬ 
derwrite much of the city’s 
and Quebec’s debts for Expo 
67. 

And if the government sur¬ 
vives in this strange new 
House of minorities, it’s con¬ 
ceivable it still might try to 
work some kind of a deal for 
Montreal. 

“It was totally immoral, 
foolish and altogether dis¬ 
honest to have pretended that 
the Olympics weren’t going to 
cost the taxpayers a lot of 
money,” says Morton 
Stelcner. professor of econom¬ 
ics at Sir George Williams 
University.

“The costs, as with Expo, 
might not be apparent In the 
Initial planning and even in * 
the building of facilities for 
the games. 

•"Again, as with ExpOy.,.the 
bills take years to total, and 
the final accounting is never 
really given, at least publicly. 

“It’s like buying on a credit 
card in the first week of the 
/ month. Everything’s fine until 
another three weeks slip by 
and it’s time to pay up.” 

Professor Stelcner knows 
that if the government even 
indirectly finances the games, 
the cost of throwing a three- 
week hinge in Montreal for 


thousands of people from all 
parts of the world will be re¬ 
flected in ta.xes. 

“We're being taxed to the 
hilt now,” he says. And he 
wonders "what we’re getting 
for all this money.” 

ITndaunted, Mayor Drapeau 
is going for what he calls his 
Olympic Loto.

This is a 110 gamble on a 
chance to w'in the $1 million 
prize and a hatful of conspla- 
tion awards.

Shipbuilding According to Mao 


How do the workei-s of 
.Shanghai. China’s biggest in¬ 
dustrial city, live and work? 

Dui'ing a visit to the city we 
were able to get a brief 
glimpse of them at work and 
at home in vi.sit.s t) a .shi|>- 
yard and to a housing estate. 
The visits were arranged and 
conducted by the Chinese 
authorities but we were able 
to talk freely to the pei)ple we 
met. not only through official 
interpreters but also through 
('hino.se-speaking colleagues 
among our jiarty of British 
.journalists. And the people 
themselves answered ques¬ 
tions in detail without api>ar- 
ent inhibitions. 

Both the shipyard and the 
estate were doubtless chosen 
show-places. The shipyard 
had been chi^en as an e.\- 
ample of the way the Cultural 
Revolution had inspired the 
workers boldly to attempt and 
acliieve the seemingly intj^os- 
sible; in this case the building 
of ships of over lO.lXM) tons on 
a slipway intended only for 
ships of 3,000 tons. 


To get to the yard we drove 
first through .some bleak in- 
diKstrial suburbs with fairly 
primitive hixising conditions. 
Small heavily crowded drab 
houses were separated by 
n^row alleys. Tliey had elec¬ 
tricity but the only water was 
from a communal street tap. 
The streets were crowded 
with |)eople in uniform, blue 
and grey tuni( s and trousers. 
Then across the wide muddy 
river on a ferry. We were wel¬ 
comed at the shipyard by four 
members of the Revolu¬ 
tionary Committee, which is 
nf>w tlip management. \^iey 
included the vice-chairm^ of 
the committee, a thin brown 
man who was formerly an as¬ 
sembly worker, a plump 
cheerful woman who was an 
«>ffice-worker. another tech¬ 
nician and a worker- 
The Revolutionary Commit¬ 
tee theoretically represents 
three elements; the workers, 
the Army and leading cadres 
(former management and 
technicians). But in practice 
the Arm'jSv^ element is now 
small (some 20 soldiers 
“came to help" during the ui>- 
heaval of the Cultural Revolu¬ 
tion but only thii'c were now 
left) and the committee "is 
mostly of former manage¬ 
ment and some workers. Die

In fact the former director of 
the shipyard, a itost he has in 
effect retained under a differ¬ 
ent name. 

The stupyai-d dates from be¬ 
fore the Communists took 
over in 1949 but it then em¬ 
ployed only alxHit 1.000 |>eople 
com()ared with 7.(XX) today 
and only repaired small ships. 
During the “Great Iv'ap For¬ 
ward” in 1958 it had begun to 
build .ships of 3.000 tons. But it 
was during the Cultural Revo¬ 
lution a decade later that the 
workers of the yard acting 
on Chairman Mao's teaching 
of “self-reliance” and “hard 
struggle” and “following 
China’s qyvo road in industrial 
development” made up 
their minds to build 10.000-ton 
ships although the slipway 
had ixrly :’».(XXl-ton capacity. 

Some doubters apparently 
believed this could not l>e 
done and they should build a 
10.000-ton slipway first. But 
the doubters were over-ruled. 
A study Krou|> of manage¬ 
ment. workers and tech¬ 
nicians devi.sed ways of rein¬ 
forcing and lengtliening the 
existing slipway and by 1970 
tbf yard was able to build a 
I 3 . 0 U 0 -1 o n ocean-going 
freighter which now sails to 
and from .Ia|ian. Last year 
two more 10.lKX)-lon freighters 
were built and the big marine 
engines to go with them. Now 
the yard is building a new and 
moi’p ambitious slipway with 
a capacity of 20.0IX) tons. 


The vice-chairman of the 
Revolutionary’ Committee ad¬ 
mitted that China's shipbuild¬ 
ing industry was still back¬ 
ward. Its mechanization level 
was low- and too many opera¬ 
tions had to l>e done by. hand. 
This was evident lx)th on the 
slipways and as we went 
through the machine shops 
and stores where girls as well 
as men were working on 
heavy jobs. Women, working 
al.so as welders, crane-<lrivers 
and lathe-operators, get the 
same pay as men for the 
same work. . 

Wages are low. houi’s long. 
Wages range from only 17 
yuan (about $8.75) a month 
for an apjircntice to 1(X» yuan 
(alxuit $53) a month for a top 
manager, with an average for 
the plant as a whole of 70 
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yuan (S.'’i2..5()) a month. 
Workers do eight hours a day 
six days a week on a three- 
shift .system. They have no 
annual holidays but have pulv 
lic holidays off and have an 
extra two weeks if they live 
far from their families. 

In the machine shi>p I talk¬ 
ed to a frail-lix>king girl 
working on a lathe. .She was 
19 and earning 17 yuan as an 
apprentice. When she <juali- 
fies as a skilled worker at the 
end of two years she will earn 
36 yuan. She pays five yuan 
(just under $2.50) a month for 
canteen meals and lives at 
home with her parents in a 
liouse which tliey <*wn — this 
she says, is (|uite common. In 
the same shop we talked to a 
middle-aged skilled worker 
who before “the liberation” 
was a casual laborer. He 
earns 8(1 yuan a montli (about 
$.37.50), has four children and 
learned lo read at night 
school after the lil)eration. 
He said that if he were in¬ 
jured or sick he would con¬ 
tinue to get the same |>ay and 
if he retired he would get a 
pension c<iuivalenl to 70 i>cr 
cent of his wages. 

There is no trade union in 
the plant as a Western worker 
would understand it. Asked 
■ what happened if the workers 
asked for more pay, the 
woman member of the Revo¬ 
lutionary Committee replied 
that wages were set by the 
government. But if (he 
workers disagreed with what 
the government decided? 

Then “there would be a dis- 
cu.ssion but the workers 
understand that if wages were 
to go ui» all the lime, then 
prices would rise, too. and 
what good would that do 
them?" In fa<t. government 
control of pri(es and wages 
has kept inflation in check 
and prices stable. 

What do these wages, very 
low by Western standards in 
money terms, mean in terms 
of lairchasing iniwcr and liv¬ 
ing standards?

I>u ing a sulKsequcnt visit to 
a housing estate a retired 
woman worker gave us some 
detauls of Iwr family budget. 
The estate, made up of 
oser 60(1 four-.storey iilocks of 
flats, has more than 74.0(XI 
residents in 17,000 household^. 
They arc mostly workers 
from the machinery, steel and 
chemical idants of the city. 
There were said lo be 19 such 
housing estates on the city. 
ea( h managed (»n behalf of 
the municipality by a revolu¬ 
tionary committee. - 

In a toi)-flo<ir flat we were 
welcomed by the lady of the 
house, a plump jolly woman 
In her mid 50s, Mrs. C h ing . 
Hua. yShe has retired from 
work./Avomen normally retire 
at 55^ but earlier if they have 
done heavy work. She and her 
family husband, son and 
daughter-in-law, daughter and 
two grandsons — live In two 
rooms of the flat, sharing the 
kitchen and bathroom with 
another family who have an¬ 
other foom in the flat. 

In the room in which she 
reedvl§a‘ Ui were two double 
beds; she and her daughter 
xlecp in one and the twn 
granrisons, aged eight and 


five share the other. The son 
and daughtr-in-law have the 
other room. This arrangement 
is jxissible because her hus¬ 
band works outside the city 
and only comes home at the 
weekend. 

The itJlHl family income, 
with five earning, in ju.st over 
200 yuan (alx>ut $95) a month. 
-Mrs. Ching gets 4.5 yuan a 
month pension, 70 per cent of 
her retiring wage. Her daugh¬ 
ter. an apprentice in a fac¬ 
tory, cams only 20 yuan 
($9..30). Her husband get .50 
yuan ($21.25) as a canteen 
WTorker and her son 75 yuan 
($.'15) as a worker in a medi- 
eal instrument factory. TTie 
daughter-in-law is a “barefoot 
doctor”, a kind of district 
nurse, but only earns 20 yuan. 
About half their income goes 
on food but rent as only jast 
over nine yuan (about $4.30) a 
month, and gas, water and 
cicctrieity another 850 yuan 
and clothes about .30 yuan 
($ 11 ). 


The family saves alvout .30 
yuan a month, intended to 
buy durable objects such as a 
sewing machine or a bicycle. 

Tlieir staple food is rice 
plus two •)ther dishes and a 
soup in the course of the day. 
Rice and edible oil are ra¬ 
tioned. but in reasonable 
quantities. Lard can be 
bought freely and there is no 
limit i»n meat. fish, eggs and 
poultry. Rice costs .32 fen a 
kilo (about 8 cents a pound) 
and iH)rk 1.90 yuan a kilo 
(alK>ut 80 cents a pound). 

The flat has no heating in 
winter and no running h(»l 
water. There is a public bath 
house, Iwt baths at the factor- 
■ies and in summer they ran 
baihe at home in their stone 
tub. 

Mrs. Ching seemed fairly 
contended with her lot. “Our 
life has impi-oved.” she said. 
“I didn’t go to .school when I 
was young. I started work as 
a child and only went to night 
School and learned to read 
and write after the liberation 
(the Communist seizure of 
IMiwer). Now I’m about the 
level of junior middle school. 
W omen especially have 
gained e<iuality with men. Be¬ 
fore the liberation we were 
despi.sed. ”

West Germans Voted for Peace at a

— “Gennans, we can be proud of oui’ country,” said 
one of the election posters for Willy Brandt’s Social 
Democratic party. And in the vote here last Sun¬ 
day, West Germany made good on that claim with a 
vengeance.

The West Germans voted to 
accept the hard reality of 
peace at a price. They voted 
to reject freeloading jingoism. 
In the process, they pulled off 
what is probably the most 
hopeful election in Europe 
since the war. 

★ ★ ★ 

Tlie best way to see what 
happened in the election is to 
measure how much the Social 
Democrats achieved with how 
little. 

The socialists entered the 
battle against the mighty 
Christian Democratic Union 
with only one asset — the 
issue of peace. 

In the past three years, the 
socialists have negotiated 
treaties with Russia, Poland 
and East Germany. 

Those treaties compro¬ 


mising the so-called Ostpolitik 
or eastern policy — ratify the 
present borders of West Ger¬ 
many, reaffirm the status of 
West Berlin and provide lor 
more communication between 
the states of East and West 
Germany. 

They write an end to the 
Second World War, and they 
truly do constitute a peace 
policy.

But the treaties are highly 
vulnerable to nationalistic at¬ 
tack. They concede what used 
to be former German territo¬ 
ry to the communist regimes 
of Russia and Poland. They 
accept the division of Ger¬ 
many into two states — one of 
them corhmunist East Ger¬ 
many.

The Christian Democratic 
leader Rainer Barzel and his 
Bavarian lieutenant, Franz- 
Josef Strauss, worked steadily 
at underlining Ihe concessions 
in the treaty. In the final de¬ 
bate before the election, in¬ 
deed, they seemed to speak of 
nothing else. 

In no uncertain terms they 
intimated that the Chrtstian 
Democrats, if brought back to 
power, would amend the 
agreements To eliminate the 
offending parts.

Apart from this uncertain 
peace issue, moreover, the so¬ 
cialists had nothing going for 
them. Chancellor Brandt, 
preoccupied wdth Ostpolitik, 
had defaulted on all his pro¬ 
posals for domestic reform.

Vietnam Outlook: More War 


The more we think we 
know about the prospects 
for peace in Vietnam, the 
less we arc truly likely 
to know. 

By this I mean that efforts 
to scrutinize, parse and weigh 
the sparse comments coming 
from the U.S. adminustration, 
and from other presumable 
knowledgeable sources, are li¬ 
kely to be profoundly mislead¬ 
ing. 

As has been tiue from the 
beginning of our .America’s 
Vietnam involvement, none of 
the principals in the Vietnam 
war have much interest in a 
painstaking account of the 
true state of affairs. All con¬ 
cerned tell lies designed to 
enhance their positions. 


In tliese circumstances, one 
does better to step back from 
the claims and protestations 
to examine, as best one can, 
the objective realities. Some 
of the most important of these 
seem to me to be:

memlH'r a truth most of us 
had forgotten. This is that the 
United States has the military 
might to pulverize North Viet¬ 
nam. Pulverization is now 
under way.

1 don’t mean to suggest that 
the North Vietnamese are 
going to cave in under the 
l)ombing. They have been 
fighting for a long time and 
they are pretty well dug in to 
fight until they get what they 
want, which is a united Viet¬ 
nam under communist rule. 

No one in the West can be 
presumed to know how they 
judge the bombing or how 
much destruction they feel 
they can absord in the course 
of .sticking to their guns. 


A key question, to which no 
answer is available, is what 
the Soviet Union is saying. If 
the Russians are threatening 
to cease supplying war ma¬ 
teriel to North Vietnam<,the 
North Vietnamese could be 
feeling desperate indeed as 
the bombs fall. 

Thieu’s intransigence may 
be assumed to be absolute. 
The South Vietnamese gov¬ 
ernment is an unpopular dic¬ 
tatorship with little support 
among the people. 

Thieu is rjitional enough to 
know that an end to American 
commitment to him will mean 
the end of Thieu. He has been 
fighting for a re-defined peace 
agreement that will include 
continuing U.S. involvement. 


No one knows wiiat Nixon 
wants, but two options are aj)- 
liarent. The first of these, and 
the one Henry Kissinger is 
believed to have favored his¬ 
torically. is to arrange an •‘in¬ 
terval” between the end of 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam 
and that country’s unification 
under the present Hanoi gov ¬ 
ernment. 

Tlie second is the mainte¬ 
nance of Thieu, or some oilier 
American puppet, in power by 
the threat of furtlier massive 
bombing.

U.S. Judge Deplores 
Muzzling of Press 


While serving as a U.S. district judge in New York, 
Haroid R. Medina presided ever the stormy 1*49 trial 
of 11 Communists who were charged with conspiracy 
to teach and advocate the overthrow of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment by force and violence. He is now a senior circuit 
ludge.

Nothing in the United States Bill of Rights 
transcends in importance and general pub¬ 
lic interest the prohibition against any law 
abridging the freedom of the press and free¬ 
dom of speech. And so we should not be 
surprised to find a host of law points affect¬ 
ing this subject still up in the air — “in 
nubibus,” as we lawyer say. 

Decisions by various courts can be found to 
support almost any proposition, but nothing 
really counts in constitutional law, except 
perhaps locally, until the U.S. supreme court 
has made a definitive ruling. 

Suppose in a criminal trial that the judge 
excuses the jury and proceeds in open court 
to hear argument on the admissibility of evi¬ 
dence of a confession or prior convictions. He 
calls the newspa?)ermen to the bench, ex¬ 
plains that knowledge of such matters by the 
jury would be very prejudicial, to the defend¬ 
ant and orders the press not to publish the 
argument, saying that if anyone did publish 
he would send him to jail for contempt. 

★ ★ ★• 

If such a publication resulted in a jail sen¬ 
tence, would the contempt order be valid? I 
say the order no<t to publish is a plain in¬ 
fringement of first amendment rights. 

A decision, involving two news reporters 
named Dickinson and Adams, by the fifth 
circuit court of appeals last August, shows 
how tricky these questions are until the su¬ 
preme court has ruled on the specific point. 
The circuit court held, in an opinion by Chief 
Judge Brown, that the contempt order was 
constitutionally invalid and reversed it. 

The case was remanded —' that is. sent 
back to the lower court. If the judge has 
what is called juridsdiction over the subject 
matter and of the person, court orders, even 
if invalid, must generally be obeyed. 

But the trial judge in this instance might 
not impose any punishmet on the news re¬ 
porters because, despite the judge’s belief 
that his order was valid, the reporters were 
upheld in asserting their constitutional claim 
that the judge had no authority to make the 
-order; -

the complete muzzling of the news media, 
lawyers, law enforcement officers and cv- 
erj'one else except the prosecutor from the 
time of arraignment of a suspect until about 
the time the trial commences. 

How this has escaped widespread condem¬ 
nation is beyond my understanding. It may 
be a way to prevent the carnival features of 
a sensational trial involving sex and violence, 
but at what a price. 

During this investigative period, the news¬ 
gathering activities of the free press have 
been traditional. VVitliout such activities, how 
are corruption and incompetency to be 
brought to light — let alone a deliberate but “ 
covert desire to impede or frustrate criminal 
procedures against guilty politicians, radicals 
or tliosc involved in racial disputes and other 
violence? 

•^his sort of muzzling strikes at the roots 
of our most precious freedoms — all this with 
the avowed purixise of preventing prejudicial 
publicity. 

Wliile not yet articulated I believe the con¬ 
stitutional right to freedom of the press must 
include the right to gather news. The prob¬ 
lem is: 

How to define and apply the constitutional 
right in such terms as to protect broad 
powers of investigation and probing, short of 
creating a separate class of persons privi¬ 
leged to witness and publish stories about the 
commission of crimes without giving testimo¬ 
ny to help law enforcement authorities. 

A host of miscellaneous points not yet 
passed on by the supreme court may be 
raised. These relate to the breadth of the 
subpoena, the production of documents or 
photographs, the scope and type of questions 
to be put to the witness, and so forth. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is the purport of Justice Lewis Po¬ 
well’s concurring opinion. "The balance of 
these vital consitutional and societal interests 
on a case-by-case basis,’’ he wrote, "accords 
with The tried and traditional way of ad¬ 
judicating such questions.” 

Some people may think that ^the leaders of 
the free press would perhaps accomplish 
more if ^eir claims of constitutional right 
were less ^xpansive. I do not agree with this. 

I say it is their duty to fight like tigers right 
d o w n th e Tine and nW Tbif is 

the way our freedoms hav^^n preserved 
in the past, and it is the way they will be 
preseiVed in the future.

Every day that passes takes 
us further from the "peace" 
mandate Nixon could claim 
as a result of his massive re- 
election and creates more 
pressure to deny South Viet¬ 
nam to the communists. 

It will not be easier to 
steam-roller Thieu now than it 
would have been a few weeks 
ago. and we may be certain 
that Nixon would have grave 
reservations about dumping 
the South Vietnamese pres¬ 
ident in any circumstances.

My hunch right now Is that 
peace is possible in a week or 
two. if the North Vietnamese 
cave in, but that more war is 
more probable. 

We would have four more 
years of war, if North Viet¬ 
nam can take four mdfe 
years of pounding and Thieu 
can hold out that long. 

Or we could have a peace 
dictated by the United States 
following the literal, physical 
collapse of North Vietnam 
• under the cruelest, most bar¬ 
barous and most punishing 
military policy by a major 
pow'cr in modern history.

One thing Nixon ought to be 
thinking about, but apparently j 
isn’t is what more war will do| 
to the United States. There^ 
are still millions of Americans 
alienated from the national 
mainstream.

To be sure, the chancellor is 
a far more popular man than 
the CDU leader, Barzel, who 
comes across in the Nixon 
fashion as a kind ^f twister. 
But the chancellor has be¬ 
come apiiealing chiefly as a 
benevolent man of peace. 

Even so, Brandt is a cu¬ 
riously aloff man. with an 
ambiguous background. He 
has nothing like the kind of 
adoring following that Bar- 
zel’s lieutenant, Franz-Josef 
Strauss, enjoys in Bavaria 
where the socialists won only 
37 per cent of the vote. • 


On top of all that, the so¬ 
cialists had two special bur¬ 
dens to bear. Since the last 
election in 1969, an extreme 
right-wing group, the German 
National Pdrty or NDP, has 
dwindled to virtual noth¬ 
ingness. As a result some part 
of the electorate was certain 
to be added to the Christian 
Democratic totals. 

In addition, the socialists 
had to help the Free Demo- 
»crats the coalition iiartncrs 
who teamed with them to 
make the parliamentary ma¬ 
jority back in 1969. In order to 
help their coalition partners 
survive, something like two 
per cent of the socialists cast 
votes for the F'ree Democrats. 

★ ★ ★ 

But even with all these 
handicaps the Social Demo¬ 
crats raised their percentage 
of the total vote from 42.7 per 
cent in 1969 to about 46 per 
cent this year. 

Thanks to the peace issue, 
they emerged for the first 
time in their long history as 
the strongest parly in Ger¬ 
many. 

The stark, unambiguous Ics- 
.son of all this is that the West 
Germans have finally settled 
into place. The majority here 
is no longer cast adrift, ready 
to be driven by gusts of de¬ 
structive nationalism. 

Guilt may not have been to¬ 
tally cleansed. But the Ger¬ 
man problem, which Germans 
created, is on the way to 
being solved by Germans. 


In consequence. Chancellor 
Brandt now emerges as the 
strongest leader outside Rus¬ 
sia and th6 United States, and 
he is due^tp, play a role that 
will affefct even the super¬ 
powers.

In ‘my view, 
the word automatically refers 
to the type of mechanism 


vviliich activates the blade.and 
not to the absolute perfection 
of that mechanism." 

He added it wa.s - like a 
jammed automatic pistol 
which Is still a pistol even 
when it’s jammed. 


Then the judge disclosed his 
research had turned up no 
similar cases in Canada and 
suggested a possible appeal 
by way of slated case, in 
which a judge must supply 
reasons for a finding.

The Chase River at Nanaimo, which is now closed to 
fishing, may become Vancouver Island s children-only 
iteelheading river. 

But that won’t be for at least two or thi-ee more years. 

At one time, the Chase River, on the southern outskirts of 
tlie city, held a run of more than 500 steelhead. 

In recent years that has dwindled to less tlian 100 
steelhead, and biologists became so concerned they had the 
river closed tirfishinr. 

Last winter, under a local initiatives program sponsored 
by the B.C. Wildlife Federation through the Nanaimo Fish 
and Game Club, about 15 people were employed to help 
biologists make an environmental study of the Chase River. 

Full reports haven’t yet been completed, but one factor 
that has become evident is that the stream flows are low at 
the wrong time of the year for steelhead ... in April and 
May when the fry arc coming out of the gravel. As a 
consequence, biologists hope to persuade the Nanaimo water- 
board to release water into the Chase at that time of the 
year. 

Anotlier problem is heavy siltation which flows from one 
of the tributaries and silts the gravel spawning beds. Biolo¬ 
gists seek to find the source of the silt and remedy the situa¬ 
tion. 

Vancouver Island regional fish biologist George Reid says 
it is hoped to rebuild the Chase River steelhead runs with the 
help of the first steelhead fry to be reared in the new. federal 
fish hatchery which is under construction on a tributary of 
Campbell River’s Quinsam River. 

“We hope to have a prime run in a couple of years or so, 
and then to open it for children-only fishing,” he says. 

Meanwhile, under another local initiatives program spon¬ 
sored by BCWF, top priority is being given to an inventory of 
all Vancouver Island rivers and streams to assess their im¬ 
portance to sports fishing, for salmon production, to locate 
log jams, pinpoint fish populations and obtain other useful in¬ 
formation. 

The Vancouver Island stream inventory should be com¬ 
pleted in two years and will be used as a basis for sti-eam 
management. 

★ ★ ★ 

Steelhead season is just starting and already some an¬ 
glers have reported success from both the lower reaches and 
upper reaches of the Cowichan River. 

Quinsam River at Campbell River has been low, but has 
prodaeed some steelhead. It was raining hard at Campbell 
River Thursday. Gold River is another good bet for steel- 
headers. 

Robert Fraumeni and Chris Hvid found -some big sea-run 
cutthroats in several of the smaller Sooke streams. Worms or 
spinners, or a combination of both, worked well. 

Paste has been the best lure to take trout in Somenos, 
Quamichan, Shawnigan, Cowichan and Wild Deer Lakes. 

The Cowichan is lo^ and the salmon haven’t been moving 
upstream too quickly. A fresh run of coho hit Cowichan Bay 
this week, providing some sport for anglers in the bay» 

Grilse fishing has been fair under ithe power line in San- 
sum Nanx>ws, off Maple Bay and Croftnn, Tent Kuper and 
Thetis Islands. 

Salmon fishing has been good in Saanich Inlet with an 
average catch of 214 fish a boat, mostly coho grilse but a few 
. Chinooks have been included in catches. 

Grilse have been plentiful off Goldstream Island and off 
Senanus Island and flies and small spoons, fbur to eight 
ounces of weight, have been taking them. Bamberton has been 
produotive for Chinooks. 

Chesterfield Rock to Deep Hole waters were good to John 
- «nd Wyn used- «-^ac’s Squid pUig la, take 

Chinooks to 11*4 pounds. 

Heaviest fish of last week from Finlayson Arm waters 
was a 15.9-pounder landed by J. Carrier near Chesterfield 
Rock on Strip Teaser. 

Chinook fishing is reported fairly good in Victoria-Oak 
Bay waters with some limit catches taken of fish in the three 
to 18-pound group. Anglers are also picking up chinook grilse. 
Best spots have been Brotchie L^ge. Clover Point, and 
Strongtide Island. Effort jias been light at Sooke, but those 
who get out are catching fish. 


Vic Holman won the VSIAA monthly trophy for October 
with an 18.8-pounder and lil Walton won the women’s trophy 
with a 17.5-pounder.

YELLOWKNIFE. N.W.T. 
(CP) — Search for (our per¬ 
sons missing 16 days on the 
Arctic barrens has been wi¬ 
dened. partially because of 
new theories put forward by a 
former northern pillot. 

The pilot, unnamed by 
search headquarters here, has 
suggested that one of three 
factors could have pulled the 
plane carrying the four on a 
mercy mission off its course 
when it disappeared Nov. 8. 

A Canadian Foces spokes¬ 


man said Thursday the 
former pilot believes the 
movement of the setting sun 
could have lured pilot Martin 
Hartwell, 45, westward with¬ 
out him realizing it. 

Another theory is that if the 
twin-engined - B^chcraft was 
e.xperiencing problems, such 
as severe icing, the pilot 
would have turned west. The 
explanation behind this is that 
he would have preferred to go 
down close to the shelter of 
the trecline rather than out on

Throughout the past 10 
months,. Davis has used a. 
scries of delaying tactics to 
stall municipal work, Taylor 
said in an interview. 

Davis could not be reached 
for comment Thursday night. 

“Without even searching 
back through the council min¬ 
utes.” Taylor said. “I can 
think of four cases where 
Davis has used that piece of 
the Municipal Act to jam the 
wheels of the community.” 

One example is the Wains 
Road issue. 

Taylor said the other three 
cases were: 

• Council authorization of 
the capital project budget.

“Da\ns also kept legal opin¬ 
ion from council lost January 
which delayed the solution of 
the tree-clearing controversy 
between council and a Vic¬ 
toria developer,”- Taylor said.

Denis John Lynch 
of 1972 St. Ann. indicated the 
beatings, apiiarenlly by other 
inmates, had occurred at Wil¬ 
kinson Road provincial jail in 
Saanich and said he had to be 
locked in protective custody 
when he was there. 

Ostler was unable to have 
Lynch confined outside B.C. 
but wound up giving him a 
.sentence that almost certainly 


will be served at an outdoors 
detention centre. 

Lynch pleaded guilty to two 
Victoria charges, one contain¬ 
ing two counts of theft involv¬ 
ing less than $2(X) and the 
other with one count of known 
stolen property worth more 
than $200. 

The first charge, which he 
admitted Tuesday, followed 
the theft of an $^.50 planer 
Oct. 24 from Stewart and 
Hudson. 418 Gorge, and of a 
$'29.98 set of drills Oct. 25 
from Simpsons-Scars. Lynch 
said both items w'erc pawned 
to .support his heroin habit. 

Thursday, he was sentenced 
by Ostler to a total of two 
months for the two thefts. 


Since that term would mean 
he would go to Wilkinson 
Road. Lynch then asked to be 
sent out of B.C. because “I 
was a crown witness in May 
and since then I have been 
beaten up a few times.” 

He added: “I have to be 
locked in protective custody 
. . . It’s not the most pleasant 
of times.” 

Ostler said he had no power 
to order confinement outside 
B.C. but did ask prosecutor 
John MacIntyre to ask correc¬ 
tional Muthorities to have 
Lynch sent to a remote part 
of B.C. “where your past his¬ 
tory is not known.’’

to a charge of possession 
about last Sept. 3 of a $523.95 
color TV set stolen that day 
from a woman on Stanley Av¬ 
enue. MacIntyre said Lynch 
and a second man sold the set 
Sept. 3 to a man for $150 and 
the latter sold it Sept. 4 for 
$250 to a woman, from w’hom 
police recovered it Sept. 29. 

That, said Ostler, allowed 
him to do something that 
w'ould “remove you from Wil¬ 
kinson Road, where you say 
the altitude is not healthy.”

Throughout 1972 UNICJEF 
has remembered its 25 com¬ 
pleted yeEUY, and a staggering 
list ot iphievements, in a judi¬ 
ciously extended series of 
' Silver jubilee celebrations. 

Like the performance of 
Tosca at London’s Royal 
Opera House as recently as 
Nov. 8, they have idl been un¬ 
derlined by the same built-in 
purpose — raising money for 
the children of the world. 

Since it was bom in De¬ 
cember, 1946, with the UN 
General Assembly’s Resolu¬ 
tion 57. UNICEF has been fin¬ 
anced by voluntary contribu¬ 
tions from governments and 
individuals. In 1971 its income 
was very nearly 574 million 
and it is pressing on towards 
the 5100 million target set for 
1975. 

When it comes to campaign 
ing for cash UNICEF has 
rarely missed a trick and has 
pioneered many. But, curious¬ 
ly, money has never been par¬ 
amount. The organization's 
experience has been that the 
stuff can always be attracted 
if the project is worthwhile. 

The first project, the reason 
for creating the organization, 
w’as the plight of millions of 
children in 14 European lands 
whose lives were threatened 
by sickness and starvation in 
the aRermath of the Second 
World War. 

The United Nations Interna-

tional Children’s Emergency 
Fund, as it was then called, 
channelled the lifelines 
thrown out by some 60 coun¬ 
tries. Milk and medicines, 
blankets and the materials for 
essentials like shoes, clothing 
and shelter, saved a genera¬ 
tion. 

In fact the epic humanitar¬ 
ian effort did more; it ex¬ 
posed the continuing disaster 
of generations growing up in 
many lands and the desperate 
need and possible ways of 
meeting these eternal emer¬ 
gencies. 

By the early 1950s UNICEF 
had taken shape as more than 
an emergency outfit. In 1953 
its title was shortened to, sim¬ 
ply. the United Nations Chil¬ 
dren’s Fund, while retaining 
the old and popular acronym. 
In 1959 it was given the re¬ 
sponsibility of looking after 
the rights of children. 

Today it is a semi-au- 
tonomaus body within the UN 
framework; the only one con¬ 
cerned exclusively with the 
welfare of the world’s .chil¬ 
dren. Some 140 governments 
now make regular, if varying, 
annual contributions to it. Yet 
30 per cent of its income still 
comes from its own fund-rais¬ 
ing campaigns and donations 
from individuals. 

Look at some of the things 
it did in its 25th year and you 
see something of what UNI¬ 
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CEF. is doing with the money. 
In 1971, more than 41 million 
children were vaccinated 
against tuberculo.sis and 42 
f million against malaria. 

In that year nearly 30,000 
teaching institutions at 
various levels and almost 
20,000 personnel trained with 
the help of U.NICEF stipends 
in 1971 brought the numter to 
within a few thousand of the 
million mark. 

Over the years U.NTCEF has 
developed a system of money 
"matching", by which the re¬ 
cipient government places a 
high priority on each project 
and bears the bulk of the local 
expenditure. In recent years 
as much as three times the 
funds which UNICEF beings 
to a particular project, has 
been found locally. 

Over the years, also, U.NT¬ 
CEF has learned that meeting 
immediate and basic needs

does not solve many problems 
in long and lasting terms. 
Milk, medicine and other ma¬ 
terials will not. by them¬ 
selves, improve the plight of 
11 hundred million children 
now growing up in desperate 
need. 

In the past 20 years the or¬ 
ganization’s main responsi¬ 
bility has been to generate 
long term programs. There 
are now a number of organi¬ 
zations ready and able to rush 
assistance to areas of sudden 
disaster; UNICEF’s concen¬ 
tration has shifted more and 
more towards rebuilding in 
the post-disaster period. 

Disasters have been assum¬ 
ing such enormous propor¬ 
tions recently — Biafra and 
Bangladesh for example — 
that a threat to, say, a mere

1 CEF sometimes has to go it 
almost alone. 

High in the western Hindu 
Kush range, close to the Hi¬ 
malayan roof of the world, /or 
example, UNICEF and a 
handful of volunteers from 
many lands have been bat¬ 
tling throughout the second 
half of this year to save just 
such a community. 

The troubles of these Afgh¬ 
an farmers, who eke a pre¬ 
carious living by cultivating 
the pockets of green which 
dot the barren crags, began a 
couple of summers ago when 
severe and prolonged drought 
reduced grain production to 
nil. Such unfriendly acts of 
nature are not known in 
Afghanistan, no part of which 
gets more than 16 inches of 
rain annually, but the continu¬ 
ing drought caused the gov¬ 
ernment to ask for interna¬ 
tional assistance. 

Help to the tune of nearly 
2(X),0(X)^'tons of wheat from 
world sources allayed the im¬ 
mediate need. This summer 
the drought ended, but the 
rains had come too late. The 
highland farmers had lost 
more than all the grain they 
would normally have had to 
begin the next cycle of cul¬ 
tivation. They had neither the 
material nor the strength of 
i body and mind to survive.

Coquilic duchesse is a i>eiv 
feet main dish. It involves a 
little work beforehand but the 
results are festive and deli¬ 
cious. The following recipe 
features scallops and 
mushrooms combined in 
smooth creamy sauce fla¬ 
vored with Cheddar cheese. 
They look particularly attrac¬ 
tive served in large scallop 
shells but shallow casseroles 
can be used instead. Pipe a 
border of duchesse potatoes 
around the outside edge and 
top the centre with buttered 
crumbs. Slip them under the 
broiler, to heat through and 
brown the potatoes and 
crumbs. Serve with a tossed 
salad and dry white wine.

SC ALLOPS DUCHESSE 
(Makes six servings) 

Six tablespoons butter; 

Four cups sliced fresh 
muchrooms; 

One pound fresh or frozen 
scallops;

One-quarter teaspoon. 
thyme;

Dear Voice: I have checked 
with others who also lived 
through it and the consensus 
is the same. Close friends are 
expected to call — as they 
would if they heard of an ac¬ 
cident or a death in the fami¬ 
ly. But acquaintances and 
casual neighbors who do so 
are oonsddered nosey and their 
calls are not appreciated. 

Dear Ann Landers: All 1 
want is a fair hearing. If you 
care to comment or offer 
some odvioe, I’d consider it a 
l)onus. Here is the situation: 

I am a meter roader for the 
electric company. The fellows 
1 work with are all decent 
family men who work a lot 
harder than most peofile 
think. 

Recently one of the men 
had to spray a cantankerous 
German shepherd with the 
substance we carry to protect 
ourselves on the job.

Robinson said in a brief 
presented Tuesday night to 
the Metropolitan Toronto sep¬ 
arate school lx>ard that the 
Toronto Committee for 
Planned Parenthood, one of 14 
agencies participating in the 
march, "has adopted a new' 
policy" advocating abortion. 

The Roman Catholic organi¬ 
zation, representing eight 
ma.jor groups in the Toronto 
archdiocese, unanimously de¬ 
cided to "take a stand.” 

Robinson said he was fully 
aware that the organization 


risks being labelled "either as 
reactionary or accused of 
stepping out of the main¬ 
stream of the community." 

He said the Roman Catho¬ 
lics have no quarrel with the 
Family Planning Federation 
of Canada and the Interna¬ 
tional Planned Pai-enthood 
Federation. They ads’oeate 
birth control, but not abortion.

"Abor¬ 
tion can be necessary in cer¬ 
tain circumstances, but we 
don’t advocate it. give it pri¬ 
ority or counsel for abor¬ 
tions." 

Robinson said his organiza¬ 
tion was considering many 
suggestiohs to replace funds 
that it normally would collect 
fn>m the walk, including re¬ 
quests for increased coniiibu- 
tions from Catholic families. 


The Catholic agency, which 
organizes walkers through the 
co-operation of 166 separate 
school principals and staff, 
has brought in about .15 per 


cent of the total pledges In the 
marches.

Fallon disclosed that Miss 
Wilson had ‘‘fought her battle 
with cancer for five years — 
quietly and with simple dig¬ 
nity.” Her health had wor¬ 
sened in the last two yeai-s. 
Fallon said, and she had 
asked to be discharged from 
Mt. Sinai Hospital last week 
"so that she could die at 
home.”

In |>lanninK and orRanl/inR the veK- 
etahle garden, one thing often neglected 
by the novice is the rotation of the crops 
through the vegetable plot. 

While rotational cropping may not 
be absolutely nere.ssary, and while you 
may get away with growing the same 
row of runner beans over the same 
ba< k fence year after year, H is only 
g(K>d common sen.se to move our vege¬ 
table rows around in a systematic 
planned fashion every year. 

It seems hadish in the e.xtreme to 
go on |>lanting cabbages and sprouts on 
a piece of ground known to be infected 
with the c lub root disease when, by ear- 
rying mil a four-eourse rotation, that 
particular strip of soil would have a 
three-year rest from meml)ers of the 
cabbage family, and the club root di.s- 
ease organisms in the soil would have 
nothing to feed uiam during this period. 

To get the most \alue from crop ren 
tation, there should also Ice a rotation 
of liming, a rotation of manuring, of 
deep and shallow* cultivation, and of 
jiest and disea.se control. 

When you grow celery, you grow It 
in trenc hes. You dig deeidv, and you in- 
cor|K»rate all the mariimc I(»r comiKcst 
you c an lay your hands on. 

Now, no one has the time or the 
energy these days to double-dig the 
whole vegetable plot two spades deep, 
and few* of us have enough manure or 


comi»ost to treat the whole garden as 
generously as we must do for the ce¬ 
lery. 

But when we c hange the ix>sitic>n of 
the eelery row every year, automati¬ 
cally we improve the whole jilot over a 
I>eriod of years. 

The same jirineiple holds for lim¬ 
ing. The leafy vegetables need a heavy 
dressing of lime, the i)eas and beans a 
light dressing, and the jaitatoes no lime 
at all. By rotating the crops, lime is 
a|>plied where it is most needed, and 
the |K)tatoes, which develo|> scabby 
skins in freshly limed soil, won't suffer 
in this way. At the same time, the 
whole plot Is not allowed to become too 
acid. 

One gocKi plan is to divide the vege¬ 
table plot into four .sec tions. A, B. (’ and 
n. Plant (lotaioes on A, peas and beans 
on B, cabbage and lettuce and other 
leafy crops on and root crops other 
than [KUatoes on D. 

The following year we play a game 
of musical chairs with our crops; each 
crop moves up one sec tion. Sec tion A 
gets peas and beans, B gets leafy ci'oiis, 
C gets the root erofis and I) is reserved 
for fcotntoos. 

Nov%’ let's see what happens here: 
The jK»tatoes. noted for their ability to 
.supi)res.s vvpeds.'‘^eavp the ground clean, 
well eulfivaled and in g(M»d heart for tlie 
jeeas and beans that follow. The |»eas 


and beans, which can manufacture 
plant foods from the air, leave nitralei 
behind for the nitrogen-loving leafy veg¬ 
etables. 

The leafy crops, being well limed, 
leave enough lime behind for the car¬ 
rots, beets, turnips and onions. By the 
time the potatoes get around to occupy¬ 
ing this section, the lime level will have 
dwindled to the point where scab is not 
encouraged. 

There is another reason for rotating 
your vegetable crops which I hesitate to 
mention, for it has never been proved 
ab.so]utely in the scientific sense. 

Certain keen observers of plant life, 
including the late Dr. Calt of Leeds 
Cniversity, Sir Albert Howard of rom- 
|M>8t fame and the novelist and play¬ 
wright I.ouis Bi*omficld. all believed 
that plants leave to.xins behind them, 
[)os8ib]y through exudates from the 
roots, and that these toxins accumulate 
when the same crops are grown on the 
same ground year after year, eventual¬ 
ly iK)isoning the soil for that particular 
species of plant. 

While this has never been proved, 
there DOKS .seem to be a case for say¬ 
ing that soils can become cauliflower- 
sick. or strawberry-sick, or any other 
kind of sic k. From my own experienc e. 
I know* it is the height of folly to plant a 
rctse or a [leony or rhubarb on the site 
where the same kind of plant ha.s dipd.

Does your car

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Fuel Picture 
Is Bleak 
—Geophysicist

EDMONTON (CP) — With¬ 
in two decades, gasoline will 
he so expensive that citizens 
Will be demanding public 
transportation, a University 
of Alberta geophysicist said 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Gordon Rostoker told 
public hearings on the city's 
proposed transportation plan 
that the world’s supply of oil 
and gas will be reduced to the 
point that it will be so expen¬ 
sive motorists will not be able 
to afford to drive automobiles. 

‘‘What we run our cars on is 
going to become very expen¬ 
sive . . . it’s not going to dis¬ 
appear, it’s just going to be 
very expensive,” he said. 

Rostoker and Dr. Edo Ny- 
Innd presented a submission 
supporting public transpor¬ 
tation and the utilization of a 
“dial-a-bus system” on behalf 
of the interdisciplinary com¬ 
mittee for environmental 
quality at the University of 
Alberta. 

Rostoker urged the city not 
to construct an elaborate road 
system. 

‘‘If we build a large net¬ 
work of roads, we are going 
to have a dodo on our hands.” 

Using a graph to illustrate 
his case, Rostoker said Alber¬ 


ta will reach the peak of Its 
proven crude oil reserves in 
1975. From there, ‘‘It’s down¬ 
hill all the way.” 

The peak of world oil re¬ 
serves will be reached in 1990, 
he said. 

The projection is based on 
rate of discovery coupled with 
rate of production and repre¬ 
sents ‘‘the picture which our 
most competent scientists 
have been able to come up 
with.” 

Aid. B. C. Tanner said that 
100 years ago, ‘‘pjeople were 
concerned aibout predicting 
the Second Coming, and I 
wonder if these aren’t the 
same kind of people predict¬ 
ing the end of fossil fuels.” 

Aid. Bill McLean pointed to 
the possible development of 
alternate sources of energy. 

Emphasizing that crude oil 
reserves are exhaustible, Ros¬ 
toker said this was a difficult 
thing for the average person 
to realize since it’s “still inex¬ 
pensive to maintain and 
operate cars In our society.” 

And he added that people 
will not willingly give up their 
cars now because of future 
fuel shortages. 

‘‘Frankly, I think they will 
drive their cars to the last 
gasp.”

When he said .such housing 
should be built as duplexes or 
other small units and spread

developments as British Prop¬ 
erties and Uplands. 

"Why not?” he saidy 
In a later interview Lorimer 
said he was trying to get 
away from the concept that 
low-cost housing should only 
be built "down by the railway 
tracks or in some poor area." 

During the course of a new s 
conference, Lorimer also 


dealt with the tri-levcl confer¬ 
ence and the question of raiiid 
transit needs. 

lie repeated earlier state¬ 
ments that a rapid transit bus 
system is needed in areas like^ 
Greater Victoria as well as 
V'ancouver, adding that he 
thinks the first stages might 
lie completed by late ne.\t 
year or early 1974. 

Where low-c*ost housing is 
concerned, he said he had 
“Studied tlie programs jn Tor¬ 


onto, Winniiicg and Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

"There is a lot of work 
being done in the areas we 
looked at and a lot of federal 
money being spent," lorimer 
said.

DUNCAN — A city council committee 
has turned thumbs down on a request from 
Glenora residents to march through Duncan 
Saturday, protesting an airport development 
in their area. 

The airport development got underway 
after the Cowichan Valley regional board as 
landlord of the property signed a lease with 
the Cowichan Airport Society about a year 
ago. About 10 days ago, 30 Glenora residents 
picketted a bulldozer operator and put a tem¬ 
porary end to further development. 

One of the protest organizers, Shirley 
Stewart of Glenora, said that she was ad¬ 
vised by Duncan Mayor Jim Quaife that he 
and his committee had decided not to allow 
the protest march. “Mr. Quaife told me that 
he is against it for personal reasons because 
he is in favor of the airport society and that 
he likes flying,” Mrs. Stewart said. 

“He said that if council would i)crmit the 


protest march the people of Duncan would 
assume that council is backing our cause.” 
she said. Mrs. Stewart continued. *T don’t 
think it is fair that we cannot demonstrate.” 

The Duncan mayor said a permit for a 
protest march was denied for three reasons. 
“Firstly, the city is not involved in the air¬ 
port dispute; secondly, if we agree we would 
in effect approve their action preventing the 
development of an airport, and thirdly, a 
protest march at this time of the year could 
create a disruption of traffic^ in the city." 
Quaife said. 

Recent news reports were criticized by at 
least one member of the airport society who 
described them as lieing “biased and not 
representing the facts.” He pointed out that 
when the airport was first planned, several 
years ago. there were na protests and that 
since then several people, protesting now, 
had moved into the Glenora area knowing 
that an airport would be built.

DUNCAN — Mothers’ Morn¬ 
ing Out. is more than a mere 
kaffeeklatsch. lK)r some it is 
a type of therapy, for some it 
is a time away from children, 
but for all it is good, conge¬ 
nial compaqjfinship because 
all share ideas. 

A considerable number of 
mothers in the Duncan aroa 
arc acquianted with this 
unique venture that began 
operation in the spring of 
1970. Its location at the Dun¬ 
can United Church hall is not 
merely an accident but it wzas 
there where the idea sprang 
from a blble discussion group, 
said one of the instigators, 
Mary Ann Purgavie. 

Nevertheless, the morning 
out is not limited to any 
church group. It is inter¬ 
denominational. "We realized 
•the need for this .sort of activi¬ 
ty." said Mrs. Purgavie. Be¬ 
tween 30 and 40 mothers come 
very Tuesday and while they 
scatter into different groups 
their children are looked after 
by women of the church. 

This free babysitting is di¬ 
vided into age groups and 
each week the babysitters are 
assisted by girls of the Chil¬ 
dren's Care Class from Mount 
Prevost junior high school. In 
roference to the mothers’ ac¬ 
tivities. Mrs. Purgavie noted 
that progtam de p e nds 

largely on volunteer instruc¬ 
tors for various handicrafts to 
eliminate the factor of just 
money making.

their skills to the others. The 
two hours every Tuesday 
morning are not necessarily 
limited to handicrafts or dis¬ 
cussion groups. Particularly 
during the warmer season the 
mothers may decide to go 
horseback riding, bowling or 
to visit an interesting spot in 
the valley. 

"Whatever they want to do 
we try to arrange for them," 
said Anne Bradshaw, one of 
the mothers who also work as 
instructors. Mrs. Bradshaw 
stressed that although it is not 
a problem centre several 
mothers with problems find 
the tw'o-hour congenial com¬ 
panionship a good therapy en¬ 
abling them to cope better 
with thMr daily routine during 
the rest of the week. 

The Duncan United Church 
minister Jim Ware, whose 
wife takes part in the Tues¬ 
day morning affairs, empha¬ 
sized "something like that is 
obviously needed. It is a won¬ 
derful thing and I think more 
such activities are needed. It 
also points to the fact that we 
need an activity’ centre at 
Duncan. They have one at 
Lake Cowichan which is very 
successful.”

TORONTO (CP) A citi¬ 
zen will be able to strike back 
at credit-reporting agencies 
that misrepresent him, ac¬ 
cording to a bill introduced 
Thui-sday in the Ontario legis¬ 
lature.

A citizen also will ha\e 
the right to know who is pro¬ 
viding information aljout him.

The legislation also:

Damage a w a r d .s totalling 
$162,660 were handed dvwvn 
Thursday in B.C. Supreme 
Court in Vancouver to four 
residents of Greater Victoria, 
all injured in a fatal highway 
accident near Chilliwack in 
1970. 

The awards were made by 
Ml- Justice Alan Macfarlanc. 

P. A. T. Strong. 2837 100.? 
Drive. Saanich, driver of the 
second car in the accident, 
was awarded $83,998 for head, 
(hcsl and other injuries and 
loss of income because he was 
unable to return to his profes¬ 
sion as an electrician. 

His wife Alice received 
$63,791 for head and other in¬ 
juries. including the loss of an 
eye. Mrs. T. J. W. Nutc, 465 
Niagara, another passenger in 
the Strong car, was awarded 
$6,150. 

Killed in the crash were 
Phyllis Laughlin. driver of a 
car towing a camper, and 
.Marjory Cooper of the Ten 
Mile Point district, also a 
passenger in Uie Strong car. 

Her estate was awarded 
$8,718.

Trying to cany out 
public works in North 
Saanich for the past 10 
months has been “an ex¬ 
ercise in conf u s i o n,“ 
works committee chair¬ 
man H. A. Taylor charg¬ 
ed Thursday. 

"Practically every proj€^t 
we wanted to start the mayor 
clamped a 30-duy freeze on," 
the aidennan said. 

Mayor Trevor Davis’ latest 
brake on council came Nov. 6 
when council agreed to accept 
ii company’s bid of less than 
$2,000 to work on the exten¬ 
sion of Wains Road. 

Davis used his power under 
the B.C. Municipal Act to 
delay the decision 30 days and 
send it back to council for 
futher consideration. In a 
month’s time, council can ei¬ 
ther change its earlier deci¬ 
sion or reaffirm it. 

Throughout the past 10 
mopths, Davis has used a 
series of delaying tactics to 
stall municipal work, Taylor 
said in an interview. 

Davis could not Ik? reached 
for comment Thursday night. 

"Without even searching 
back through the council min¬ 
utes,” Taylor said. "I can 
think of four cases where 
Davis has used that piece of 
the Municipal Act to jam the 
wheels of the community." 

One example is the Wains 
Road i.ssuc. 

Taylor said the other three 
cases were: 

• Council authorization of 
the capital project budget.

• Council’s pjissing of the 
Kingswo.itl development by¬ 
law. 

• Council’.s resolution ti> 
have the municipal solicitor 
take H neutral stand but pro¬ 
tect the municipality if legal 
action was taken ns a result 
of the Kingswixxl develop¬ 
ment bylaw. 

"Davis also kejit legal opin¬ 
ion from council last January 
which delayed the solution of 
the tree-clearing controversy 
between council and a Vic¬ 
toria developer," Taylor said. 

Taylor particularly noted 
the delay in the mayor’s sign¬ 
ing of the Kingswood develop¬ 
ment bylaw passed by council 
last June and not .signed by 
Davis until early this month,

bit of legislation," Taylor 
said. 

E.xtension of Wains Rond to¬ 
ward the .‘ica was started as a 
prov incial government project 
in 1958. seven years liefore 
the incorporatsm of North 
Saanich as a municipality. 

The municipality has been 
improving short stretches at a 
time ever since. 

"We only have to go about 
1.2(X) feet to bring it out at 
Deep Cove Rmid." Taylor 
said. "Now Davis slaps a 
30-day freeze on it." 

All other mayors in the re¬ 
gion, except Esquimau's Art 
Youhg who could not be reach¬ 
ed, agreed their right to im- 
imse a 30-<lay delay should be 
used very sparingly. 

Central Saanich Mayor Ar- 
chil>ald Galliraith .said he had 


never used it during his four 
years m office. 

a touchy point 
w^e just close the doors and 
hammer out a decision. Then 
wo get back to carrying out 
the municipal business." 

Ouk Bay Mayor Frances El- 
ford said she has not used it 
but tlireatened to at the time 
of the Royal Victoria Yacht 
Club’s breawater controversy. 

"The club solved that prob¬ 
lem Itself.” 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
.said ho has used the legisla¬ 
tion about six times during 
Ills eight years in office. 

But, he said, "this piece of 
the Municipal Act sfiould 
never be used lightly." 

Sidney Mayor Stanley Dear 
said he has only invoked the 
IKiwer once. 

"Tliat was last spring and 
council reconsidered an earli¬ 
er decision and changed it for 
the better." 

Victoria Mayor Pbter Pollen 
said that he has not had to 
use the delaying option. 

Taylor said, “Sometimes I 
U'gin to believe its hardly 
worth the effort to try and ac¬ 
complish any of tlic public 
works planned for the munici¬ 
pality.’' 

He observed the repaving of 
the west end of Lands End 
Road was also stalled fur a 
time. 

“That 3.S00 feet of road 
should have been done by last 
August, and we have just 
finished it because of all the 
stalling.’’ 

He stressed that Wain.s 
Road extension was inqxjrtant 
because of a traffic problem 
during the summer caused by 
the large numlier of pcoplg 
using Deep Cove Marina.

until the existing one is 
brought up to acceptable stan¬ 
dards. 

The existing project, a 
78-unlt townhouse apartment 
complex, is at Niagara and 
Menzies. The proposed devel¬ 
opment is to be built at Nia¬ 
gara and Croft, adjacent to 
the existing one. 

During a public hearing in 
connection with the new dev¬ 
elopment. a number of resi¬ 
dents told council that the 
existing complex was “a dis¬ 
grace and a slum." 

The lai^dscsping, they said, 
was in bad shape, the apart¬ 
ment units hadn’t been paint¬ 
ed for years and the play 
areas were filthy. 

'ITie project in question was 
built 12 years ago by the 
same developer who now 
wants to build the 21-unit 
complex. The name of the de¬ 
veloper was not divulged. 

It was also pointed out that 
the existing development had 
only 58 parking spaces for 78 
units. The new complex Is to 
have 100 per cent parking. 

Council referred the matter 


back to the planning commit¬ 
tee with instructions to dis¬ 
cuss with the dovelot)er the 
possibility of adding more 
parking spaces. 

The committee is also to get 
the develoi>er’s assurance 
that he will renovate the 
existing development. 

The new project is to be 
built under section 702-A of 
the B.C. Municipal Act which 
requires the city and the de¬ 
veloper to enter into a special 
development contract. 

One of the clauses in tlie 
contract is to contain the de¬ 
veloper’s assurance that he 
will renovate the existing 
project. 

The presentation to council 
was made on the developer’s 
behalf by Terance Williams, 
an architect with Wade, 
Stockdill, Amour and Blewett, 
a Victoria firm of architects. 

Williams declined after the 
meeting to name the develop¬ 
er but said ho w’a.s from Van- 


Thcre's no connection with 
Marcii 17, but the "wearing of 
the green ” has been attract¬ 
ing much attention and coili- 
nicnt in Australia and New 
Zealand.

In both 
superficial news items and 
more serious comment, the 
progress of unification has 
been a major point of atten¬ 
tion. 

“The idea of sailors wear¬ 
ing the green uniform, of Can¬ 
ada’s unified forces, and ships 
commanded by lieutenant- 
colonels. is still a novelty. 
One Auckland paper incurred 
a good deal of wrath among 
Canadian officers by describ¬ 
ing the Canadian sailors as 
looking like bus drivers. 

“And it quoted a young New 
Zealand sailor as turning ‘ap¬ 
prehensively’ tty. another and 
saying: ’That’s what Labor i.s 
going to do to us. Isn’t it?’ 
The Labor party is bidding 
for office in the New Zealand 
election Nov. 25. 

“However, there has also 
been more serious comment 
jtointing out that the Canadian 
innovation represents a bold 
initiative with lessons other 
countries could study."

New Zealand have Involved 
warships from the United 
States. New Zealand, Austra¬ 
lia and Canada, as well as 
Australian and New Zealand 
aircraft..

The three (.Canadian ships 
carry almost 70Q men from 
the Greater Victoria Area In 
their cixyws, under command 
of Capt. Michael Martin, 45. 
Each ship has a complement 
of 250 officers and men, with 
another 150 or so in Provider. 

Originally two long-range 
Argus patrol aircraft from 
Comox were to have shared 
the exercise, but their role 
was cancelled. 

In addition, the 20-n)ember 
band from HMCS Naden is 
Down Under, but operating 


separately from the ships. At 
the request of the Canadian 
High Commissioner the band 
has been making concert 
tours of both Austi'alia and 
New Zealand. 

The bandsmen will return to 
Esquimau aboard Provider. 

On completion of the sea ex¬ 
ercises this weekend, the Ca¬ 
nadian vessels will pay visits 
to Wellingon and Oiristchurch 
in New Zealand, and leave 
Dec. 5 for a non-stop .journey 
home across the Pacific. 

They are due here Dec. 18. 


When they left Esiiuimalt in 
late August two other des- 
troyera,'' McKenzie and St. 
Croix^ accompanied tliem as 
far as Pearl Harbor. Hawaii. 
They shared exercises in 
those waters, then turned cast 
and are now working witli 
U S. warships oif San Diego. 
Calif. 

These two are expected 
home in early December. 

Graham in his article notes 
the interest in and approval of 
Canadian participation in the 
New Zealand exercises. He 


quotes Uie New Zealand 
Herald: 

“From a New Zealand 
view|)oinl the visit of Norlli 
Pacific nations, the United 
States and Canada, is wel- 
ceme as an earnest display of 
interest in tlie SouUi Pacific. 

“Closer links with Canada 
are of particular significance 
after a period when relations 
seemed to drift, and when Ca¬ 
nadian ^eyes appeared to be 
turned either to the south or 
to the east. A Pacific frontier 
seemed scarcely recognized.” 


laves Thief Beating 


A 21-year-old Oak Bay man 
who said 'Thursday In Victoria 
Provincial (jourt he had been 
“beaten up a few times" in 
jail since he was a crown 
witness last May, asked to be 
sent to a jail outside B.C. — 
and Judge William Ostler did 
his best to oblige. 

The man, Denis John Lynch 
of 1972 St. Ann, indicated the 
boatings, apparently by other 
inmates, had occurred at Wil¬ 
kinson Road provincial jail in 
Saanich and said he had to be 
locked in protective custody 
when he was there. 

Ostler was ’unable to have 
Lynch confined outside B.C. 
but wound up giving him a 
sentence that almost certainly 


will be served at an outdoors 
detention centre. 

Lynch pleaded guilty to two 
Victoria charges, one contain¬ 
ing two counts of theft involv¬ 
ing less than $'200 and the 
other with one count of known 
stolen property worth more 
than $200. 

The first charge, which he 
admitted Tuesday, followed 
the theft of an $OT.50 planer 
Oct. 24 from Stewart and 
Hudson. 418 Gorge, and of a 
$29.98 set of drills Oct. 25 
from Simpsons-Sears. Lynch 
said both items were pawned 
to support his heroin habit. 

Thursday, he was sentenced 
by Ostler to a total of two 
months for the two thefts. 


Since that term would mean 
he would go to Wilkinson 
Road. Lynch then asked to bo 
sent out of B.C. because "I 
was a crown witness in May 
and since then I have been 
beaten up a few times." 

He.i^dd^: “I have to be 
locked * in protective custody 
. . . It’s not the most pleasant 
of times." 

Ostler said he had no power 
to order confinement outside 
B.C. but did ask prosecutor 
John MacIntyre to ask correc¬ 
tional authorities to have 
Lynch sent to a remote part 
of B.C. "where your past his¬ 
tory is not known." 

Lynch then pleaded guilty 


to a charge of possession 
about last Sept. 3 of a $523.95 
color TV set stolen that day 
from a woman on Stanley Av¬ 
enue. MacIntyre said Lynch 
and a second man sold the set 
Sept. 3 to a man for $150 and 
the latter sold it Sept. 4 for 
$250 to a woman, from whom 
police recovered it Sept. 29. 

That, said Ostler, allowed 
him to do something that 
would "remove you from Wil¬ 
kinson Road, where you say 
the attitude Is not healthy." 
He levied a concurrent sen¬ 
tence of four months definite 
and six months Indeterminate 
and indicated it would be 
served in an outdoors camp.
